22, 1948 on Page 3. Mind you....Page 31 The title was --

Mechanics 1 Institute '..'ants its Chess 

Players to Look Prettie~r 

What's it all about? Mates? Oh, no - about clothesl 

Some hundred and fifty chess players — most of them 
elderly, but all-of them militant —are shattering the quiet 
of the 93-year-old Mechanics' Institute. 

They are fighting the proposed closing of their famed 
club on the fourth floor of the institute building at 57 post 
Street. The closing is being considered by the Institute's 
Board of Trustees for this announced reason: 

Somo of the old fellows, quietly sitting at their tables 
in their "bedraggled" room - the phrase is the trustees- loot 
seedy. Their coming and going reflects on the Institute's 
dignity. This, the chess players declared, is august and stuffy 
reasoning. 

The doughty old players, many of them holding life member¬ 
ships in the Moehanics* Institute, mot in their clubroon to 
stalemate the board of trustees. 

Aceording to the Chronicle, Charles Bagby, immaculate in 
a blue pin-3triped suit, represented the trustees. He was 
flanked by Elgin Stoddard and Constant J. Auger, also immaculate 
and also trustees. 

Arguments flew back and forth, until the harassed trustees 
countered with a proposal to appoint a screening committee 
and that the modernization of the playing room itself might 
spruce up some of the players, but the matter, won't be decided 
until the board meets on April 6th. 

We personally hope that the Mechanics' Institute Chess 
Club remains a famous landmark in San Francisco.

ihere are certain considerations which make it doubtful that 
chess will ever become a mob sport. It is not that the game is 
not brutal, but that it is too brutal. 

The Times suggests that the habit of resigning may save the 
game from excessive ferocity. But that is not the first or 
greatest preventive. What does save it is that although mobs may 
condone and even enjoy the spectacle of a wrestler biting his 
opponent's ear, they are rarely able to appreciate slow and lin¬ 
gering mental cruelty. An excited mob likes to see its victims 
put to supreme tests - to soe a bull stabbed in the bsok of its 
neck or a pugilist writhing under a knockout blow- but oven the 
fiercest mob is too humane to sit gleeful for hours watching a 
chess master os he slowly succumbs to the pressure on his queen- 
side pawns by an opponent’s pieces. 

Chess is erroneously described as a gentle pastime. In 
reality it combines the Spanish Inquisition with a Puritan witch¬ 
baiting, preserving the most exquisite tortures of each. It can 
never appeal to mobs until mobs learn that pulling out an enemy’s 
toenail with red-hot pincers is childlike in comparison with win¬ 
ning a pawn from him on the tenth move and forcing him, for want 
of that pawn, to resign on the eighty-seventh.
